rr..,. I realme the wet weather 
damaged the corn, wheat, and oat* 
considerate . Yet wilh all HM bad 
luck thai we ha\e had, we now have 
much to he thankful for— no war, 
no influenza, very little hog chol- 
era and blackleg. For (hi* we are 
glad I have just made a report on 
the black leg and hog cholera. It 
i* a* follows: 

Cattle Irealcl for black leg. 979; 
digest ix e and other trouble*. 178. 
and 115 head for lice. Hog* treated 
for cholera. (\'2 single treatment; 
t*l double treatment; 75 digestive 
troubles; 150 for worms; "W for 
lice; 171 for mange. There has been 
only two severe out-breaks of chol- 
era this year in Rockcastle and 
southern Madison, which resulted 
in a los* of *5.000. The los* of 
rattle from black leg amounted to 
about «:v<m The djalue of hog* 
saved by vaccination, etc., was bet- 
ter than $16,0(10. Cattle saved from 
black leg better than $75,000. This 
is quite a saving, and we are very 
thankful, indeed, to science for dis- 
covering a method whereby we 
ran save our hogs from cholera 
and cattle from black leg. 

As Christmas approaches I am re- 
minded, as you are reminded, of my 
boyhood days when I was so anxious 
for Christmas Eve, so that I could 
hang up my slocking for "Santa" to 
fill during the night. The next 
morning I was made glad when I

USING UP CHRISTMAS 

LEFT-OVERS 

After much entertaining or feasl- 
uig almost every housekeeper flnds 
on- her hands small amounts of 
many fooila. some (> f which must be 
used at once It takes great care 
and fore- and after-thought lo keep 
these hits of food from being 

wasted. II Is safe to say that from 
this season of feasting each family 

will have II hanve lo waste or 

save from one to live dollars' worth 
of just left-overs " When a house- 
keeper ha* used perfectly good ma 
lenal and her own or hired time to 
milk and cook II seems a great pity 
to throw away a cup of left-over 
soup, or a piece of good corn bread 
I or biscuit given to the chickens, 
when the chickens would he just as 
happy over corn meal and water, 
mixed in less than five minutes. 
I here is so much necessary waste 
that it should make us all Ihe more 
careful lo guard our "left-overs", 
committing nothing to the garbage 
'that still tastes gooil and contains 
real food value. 

II has been said as an argument 
against Ihe use made of some 
•left -overs" that some recipes call 
li r more Ihing* tlgsn Ihe "left- 
overs" are worth, so that Ihe result- 
ing dish is more expensive than the 
cost of Ihe waste of the "left-overs" 
would he. There is, when some 
housekeepers are nearsighted. II is 
not better to use such a recipe, 
making an appetmng dish for your 
family and saving the "left-overs . 
-nice \ou would have lo make some 
• lish to take its place. Ihe expense 
of which would probably he as great 
or greater than Ihe expense of the 
left-over dish, and then throw Ihe 
'•left-overs" away. This flkMM 
l oaf recipe is a g"'<d example. 

»»ne cup grate! cheese — cost 
about twenty-five cents. 

Two cups bread crumbs — cost 
about live rents. 

• hie and a half cups of sweet milk 
— cost about four cents. 

Seasoning, fvisk crumbs in milk, 
add cheese and seasoning. Put 'i 
a well greased pan and bake thirty 
minutes, until brown. Serve with a 
rream.il vegetable or tomato sauce.

One of Ihe commonest ways of us- 
ing left-over meats and vegetables 
is in bash. Hash is the wrong word 
lo use for such a dish, because the

lish requires more care, ingenuity 
and brains than the attractive use 
of these left-overs. We Will US* 
the (erm "hash", however, since it

Wnsliincton. DSC, tn.—Attornny Gen- 
eral I'aliner Hiinoiinced Hint the Ave 
hlg aa*>ker«. their main subsidiaries, 
principal stockholders and managers 
hnd surrendered to the government * 
• onlenilons b**jM ihe monopnllatlr 
growih of the packing Industry nnd Us 
i-ontrol of nnreliil.il Industrie*. 

Hy the entry of n permanent In- 
luncllon decree, to which the pnekers 
have consented, their activities are to 
be confined to meat and by-products, 
eggs, butter, poultry, cheese nod con 
mmmi milk. Itefrlgerntlon Is to be 
lltnlicd to the ears necessary for car- 
rying ifjstr output. 

My the decree, w hich I* to lie secured 
hy the attorney general within the 
nenr future, the puckers are to he re- 
quired to sell their holdings In public 
stuck yard*, stock yard rnllronds and 
lennlnnls, to dlsnssnchite themselves 
with Ihe retnll men! business, and with 
all "unrelated lines." Thl* I* to be 
done within Iwo years. 

This solution of the pneker*' -dta- 
ntloii. w hich hnd Its inception with an 
Investigation hy the federal trude com- 
mission and with the placing of the 
lnf.irinnll.nl In Ihe hand* of the attor- 
ney general, will render unnecessary 
the filing of suits against the packer*, 
which w ere In the hands of the t'hlca- 
P grand Jury when its early fnll ses- 
sion was adjourned. 

No Live Stock Control. 
"In general." says the department of 
Justice statement, "thl* decree pre- 
vents the defendants from exercising 
any further control over Ihe marketing 
of live stock. It forever prevents them 
from any control over the retailing of 
tuent pnalucta. It eliminates them 
from the field of meat substitutes with 
Ihe exception of eggs, butter, poultry 
and cheese, which nre left for future 
consideration and appropriate action: 
and therefore, the price of meat Is 
within the control of the people them- 
selves. 

"It places the conduct of these great 
aggregations of capital Immediately 
under the eye of a federal court with 
reference to their business practices. 
Hut. greater than all. it establishes the 
principle that no group of men. no mat- 
ter how r-nwerful, can ever attempt to 
control the food table of the American 
people, or any one of the necessities 
or component parts of It. 

"The department of Justice, having 
In mind the necessities and Interests 
of the whole American people In this 
critical reconstruction period, feels 
that hy Insisting upon this surrender 
oat the part of the packing business It 
has accomplished more for the Amer- 
ican people than could have been 
hopiil for a* a result of a long-drawn- 
out legal buttle." 

Under the decree, the defendants of 
whom there nre Hf>, are compelled: 

1. To sell under supervision of the 
I'nlted Slates district court, preferably 
to the live stock producers and the 
nubile, all of their holding* In public 
stock yards. 

2. To sell, under the same supervi- 
sion, and In like manner, all their In- 
teresta In stock yard railroads and ter- 
minals. 

i To sell all 'heir Interests In mar- 
ket newspapera. 

4. To dispose of nil their Interests In 
public cold storage warehouses, except 
•is necessary for their own meat prod^ 
ucts. 

!\. To forever disassociate them- 
selves with the retnll meat business. 

A. To forever disassociate them- 
selves with all "unrelated llnee, M In- 
cluding wholesale groceries ; fresh, 
canned, dried or salt fish; fresh, dried, 
rvapnmied or canned fruits; confec- 
tloni lev simps, soda water fountain 
snpplhs, etc.; molasses, honey, Jams, 
tellies nnd preserves; spices, sauces, 
relishes, etc.; coffee, tea. chocolate, 
cocoa, nuts, flour, sugar, rice and 
cereal* (with an exception to be 
noted), bread, wafers, crackers, his- 
cult, spaghetti, vermicelli, macaroni, 
cigars, chlnn. furniture, etc. 

Abandon Branch Houaea.

8. To Milium per|*tuully to the Jur-
